This  season  the  football  team  started 
out  poorly  by  dropping  the  first  game 
to  Marblehead.

The  Student  Council,  in  its  first  year 
of  activity,  has  gotten  well  under  way. 
After  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Eben  T. 
Colby  as  faculty  representative  and  the 
election  of  home  room  representatives, 
the  Council  met  and  elected  Alan  Good- 
fader,  President ;  Richard  Verney,  Vice- 
President;  Gloria  Fuccillo,  Secretary; 
and  Alan  Griffin  and  Arthur  McGee  act- 
ing Sergeants-at-Arms,  It  then  pro- 
ceeded to  write  a  constitution  and  by- 
laws which  will  enable  it  to  participate 
fully  in  the  school  life  and  activities  of 
Winthrop  High  School,  and  to  help  the 
student  body  in  its  efforts  to  elevate 
the  standards  of  the  school  and  teach 
democracy  through  direct  participation 
in  self-government. 

The  Council  has  attempted  to  show 
the  school  how  it  works  by  holding  pub- 
lic meetings  before  the  student  body,  at 
which  meetings  subjects  of  interest  are 
debated  and  discussed.  By  bringing  up

Publicity 


Each  year  the  News  Club  has  been 
composed  of  a  small,  enthusiastic  group 
of  cub  reporters  who  meet  more  often 
than  any  other  club  in  school.  This 
year  ten  seniors,  five  boys  and  five  girls 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Edna  R. 
Chalfant,  form  the  enterprising  staff 
of  news  collectors  who  pry  into  every 
nook  and  corner  to  find  what  is  happen- 
ing around  school  that  may  be  of  in- 
terest to  people  who  read  the  town 
papers.  They  interview  the  students 
and  the  faculty  members  and  are  among 
the  privileged  few  who  can  go  to  any 
room  in  the  building  during  the  lunch 
hour. 

The  weekly  meetings  are  held  in- 
formally on  Thursdays  at  a  large  table 
in  Room  332,  where  the  members  plan 
their  write-ups  and  decide  upon  brief 
but  newsy  headlines.
